GOAT  ISLAND  GROUP. 
Consisting  of  Goat  Island.  Bach  Island. 
Luna  Island.  Terrapin  Rocks.  Three  Sisters 
Island.  Hermits  Cascade.  Cave  of  the  winds. 
Biddlo-stairs  &c.  The  Islands  Contain  over 
60  acres  and  are  Connected  with  the  Main-land 
and  each  other  by  seven  bridges.
